There is f ‘'sensitive plant” grow-
ing wild along the roadside, a delicate,
beautiful thing, which slhrivels up
the Instant it I8 touchesdl by human
hand. It Is e type of the flower of
Lumility. "When once the virtue of
humllity Is handled, it shrinks Into
formliessness. If it Is not unconsclous,
it is wnreal. "You cannot be humble
and know (t,” run= ‘he old Scotch
=nying. So one may scarcely venture
tei inquire concerning one's own hu-
miilty: if the modest little plant exists
sl all It will lose it beauty If touched.
The virtue must be won, If at all, by
fndirection and In real wunconsclous-
ness. For to  stimulate humility ob-
sErving its outer forms, Is to become
that most odious type of pharises, the
proud Pecksniffian pretender to low-
liness of mind.

Is pride that apes humility.”

While one must needs be uncon-
scious of the virtue of humility in
order to possess It, one may be well
aware of one’'s own unworthiness. The
ressons for humillity may be perfect-
I¥ plain, even while one may mistrust
the existence of the virtue which
should grow out of the conditions. A
fair estimnte of one's own worth
should beget a feeling of undeserving
such as runs through the psalms and
all the great devotionnl lHterature of
Christinnity. It does seem as if saint-

“IT IS I. BE NOT AFRAID."

Mark vl, 45-56—0ctober 6.

“Straightway Jeaus spake unto
them, saying, Be of good cheer, it ia I;
be not afraid.”—>Matthew xiv, 27.

Today's stady shows us how inter-
ested peopls become in anything that
will relleve them of ailments, which
causo our race to be, as St. Paul de-
scribed it “a groaning creation.” The
crowds continued to gather whersver
Jesus went, partly for hearing, partly
from curiosity. and partly because the
Messaga that He gave was one of con-
solation. He was not forever blaming
them for not keeping the Law. He
was Jcontinually expressing sympathy
for tielr weaknesses, and cncouraging
thern: to “"go and sin no more.”

After the feeding of the five thon-
sani, Jesus urged His disciples to re-
turn to the other side of the lake. Fle
dismissed the multitude and went Into
tke solitude of the hills for prayver. It
5 noteworthy that nearly &ll of- the

Great Teacher's prayers are brief.
Whenever He wished to make long
prayers He went to the Father by
Himself. Undoubtedly this would be
a good example for all of His follow-
ers. Long prayers are frequently a
weariness to the fiesh, and are likely to
contain vain repetitions, or to be at-
templs to instruct the Lord concern-
ing matters which He understands
much better than do His children.

Walking on the Sea.

The disciples experienced contrary
winds. In the night thev saw what
they supposed to be a4 spirit manifesta-
tion walking on the water near thelr
boat. They cried out, for all saw It,
and then they heard a voice saying.
“It is I. be not afrald.” Jesus got into
the boat with them, and the wind
ceased, to thelr amazement, for they
hrd already forgotten the lesson of
the fesding of the fiva thousand with
the five loaves and two fishes.

In addition to seelng in this & fur-
ther manifestation of Divine power,
we may sec a spiritual lesson. After
the Master’s ascension, the disciples
were alone in the midst of a contrary
people, and found progress difficult.
This helped them to remember the
Master’'s ability to vome to them on
the troubled seas, and how His coming
brought peace.

gt. Matthew gives an additional fea-
ture of this lesson not recorded by St.
Mark. He tells us that when St
Peter learnsd that It was Jesus who
walked upon the sea, he requested the
Lord to sanction his walking on the
water to Him. The Lord consented,
and St. t'cter had the courage to make
the effort. Had his faith continued,
besn sus-
tained, but the Liord's rule with His
people geems to be, “According to thy
faith be It unto thee” We are not to
encourage credulity In oursselves or
others, but we are to remember that
faith I8 very preclous In the Lord's
sirht.

In St Peter's case |t was entirely
proper that he should attempt to go 1o
the Lord. because the effort had been
sanctloned. But when he saw the
boisterous waves his faith failed, and

he cried, *“Save, or I perish!™ How
true It is of all God’s people that
they would llke to do some wonderful

things to show thelr faith in the Lord!
And how like St. Peter's are their ex-
periences! They would utterly fail
dld not the Lord interpose for their
rescue.

St. Peter the Teachable.

Much has been said respecting St
Peter's rashnese. The criticism is to
some extent Justified, but the Master
loved him greatly on account of ois
zenl and energy. Although he was the
oldest of the Apostles he was evi-

dently one of the most teachable of
th'm. ©Of his mistakes he made a
mirror, and thus, learning to know

himeelf, he was safeguarded through
the many dangers natural to his tem-
perament; and he stands forth In the
Scriptures as one of the noblest of the
Avposties

There must have been a strain con-

Healer, for He wad continually ex-
pending His vitality. In healing the
siek, virtue, or vitality, went out from

vitality. especially when He addr
muititudes. :
the saying of the Frophet respeclung
Him, “Himself took our
and bore our infirmities.”

Nevertheless, we find Him ever alert |
about the Father's business, and in-
structing all who give evidence of be-
ing., or of becoming, children of God.

EVERYBODY'S BIBLE BOX,

Q. —Kindly publish the “"Golden Ruls™
and state whera It Is found in the Bible,
and, also, what was lts origin. Do vou
not think that If we had “*‘Golden Rule:'
political parties, and bad “Golden Rule"”
courts, the millennium would be estab-
lished In the earth? (Judge H, A. B.)

Answer.—The “Golden Rule” is found in
the seventh chapter of the Gospel of
Matthew, the twelfth wverse—'""Therefore,
all things whatsoever ye would that m*=
should do to you, do ye even so to Lhnz:-::
for this is the Law and the Prophets.
This is a part of the wonderful sermon
on the mount, and Is an epitomized stata-
ment of the "Law and the Prophets.” It
therefore, Is of Divine origin, as the Law
had been given to Moses by the Creator,
God: and all the holy Prophets “spake as
they were moved by the holy spirit—iEe
power of God." (Exodus xx; II Peter 1
21,) It is mot trua that Confucius, the
great Chinese philosopher, was the author
af the Golden Rule. He stated the mat-
ter in its negative form—"Do not do to
others what you would not wish them to
do to you." The one I8 a positive rule (o
do good, while the other Is a negative
rule to abstain from doing evil. By comn-
parison one may be called the “Golden
Rule” while the other may be considersd
as the “Brazen Rule.” The Golden Rule
is to be enforced during the Millennium
when all of the conditions in the earth
will make for righteousness,

Q.—What |s meant by the Scriptural ex-
pression, “'Lay up for yourselves treds-
ures in heaven?’ Is money given for the
promulgation of the Gospel ‘‘treasure in
heaven?" (G. E. AL)

Answer,—There are different kinds of
‘‘treasures’ upon the earth. The expres-
sion would, therefore, represent that upon
which the supreme desires or affectlons
weore cntered. The thought involved In
the Master's saving (Matthew vi, 18 20
{s that the Christian should center all of
his affections upon the heavenly things
and not upon the thinga of the world.
“For where your treasure g, there will
vour heart (affections) be also* (verse Il
"1t is like untn a merchantman, seeking
goodly pearls: who, when he had found
one pearl of great price, went and sold .l
that he had., and bought it.'" (Matthew
xiil, 45. 48.) This implies that the conse-
crated follower of Christ would be willing
to sacrifice all earthly things In order
to gain the heavenly prize. Whatever ha
may have centerad his affections npon b--
befors he became a Christian, he now es-
teems as lots and dross In comparison with
the glory, honor, and immortality of tn?
heavenly RKingdom. He that esteems
houses or lands, family or friends, weallh
or fame, “‘yea., and his own lfe also,’
more than the heavenly treasures, Is not
worthy of them and will never receiva
them.
